Supt. Files Assaulted.
At 3 o'clock in the evening H. E. Files,

superintendent of Interlocking switches,
vent to Inspect the property under his
charge. Twenty men, any one of whom
physically was a match for Fllei, ran
him down nnd beat and kicked htm into
Insensibility. Files was shown no mercy

and when he was found later and car-

ried off thcr was very little life left to

him.
This arnault was Quick!' followed by

another as as the victims could b

found. In the yards of the Hammond
Company Engineer McLean, Fireman
Cooper and Hrakeman Hudson were
causht twitching cars.

Drugged from un Engine
Thi rioters dragged them from the

engine and etruggled among themselves
for an opportunity to strike and trample
upon tho three men.

All three were terribly Injured, but It
Is thought they will recover.

It was 0 o'clock at night when the

iloters got the notion that Sheriff Fred-

ericks was about to telegriph to the

Governor for troops.

The Sheriff had been standing around

with hln deputies, and there wm strong

suspicion thnt he Intended a coup.

Tho strikers held a hany consultation,

and then surged over to the telcgruph

olllce and tool: porsecsion. The opera-

tor In chargo was told to depart or die.

He departed. Two press operators alio

made their exit, In their haste, through

the windows of tho offlcc, leaving the

strikers in possession.

TROUBLE AT WEST HAMMOND.

Two Freight Trains Stopped und

FIRED ON BV STATE TROOPS.

Seven Strikers- Seen to Full DnrliiK

iin Att.irk at firmiil CroNi!iiK.

CHICAGO. July e. Thcro was nnothor
es:1ous clash thlw morning between riot-

ers and the militiamen who arc guarding
the Illinois Central's property at Grand
Crossing. The First Itegiment of the
Htate militia Is on picket duty there.

The officials of the road received th
following meagre detall.i of r.n attack
on the picket line there this morning;

The mob made un s.ttack on the mllltlr.
and the picket line yielded to force of
numbers. The rl iters had It all their
own way until an order wpb given to

the mllltla men to lire upon the mob.

At the Hrst shot the rioters fell back.
The volley fired nt thvm had serious re-

sults, but whether any were killed out-rlR- ht

cannot be Uarnd.
Six or seven men were seen to fall,

but as they were picked up and carried
off by their retreating comrades the ex-

tent of their Injuries Is not known. The
rioters would give no information on

this subject. Owing to tho big Btretoh
of territory to be guarded the First
lteglment'B picket line was necessarily s

thin one and was easily forced back at
the beglnnlrg of the hostilities by the
greater force of the mob.

When the mob fell back no attempt at
pursuit wis made, for the reason that
the soldiers feared that they might be

led Into an ambush and overpowered.
Another attempt was made to burn

freight cars along the line of the Roc

Island Railroad this morning between
Forty-eight- h and Fiftieth street. The
police patrollr.g the district discovered

s. freight car on fire at Forty-eight- h

street nt 19 o'clock.

llefore the tired firemen reached the
scene tho (lames had spread to two
other cr3 standing near by.

It Is reported that all three cars were
destroyed.

At Forty-.-lxt- h street the track patrol
found that tho mob hail piled a lot of

ties on tho track with the evident pur-

pose of causing a wreck.
The territory lying along Wabash

avenue, between Madison and Wash-

ington streets, Is practically under mar-

tial law tho Seventh Heglment
of the State troops being quartered
there In the big live-stor- y building
owned by C. Javno & Co. The Colonel

of the regiment sIred thW building
last night as quarters for hU men after
the owntrs had refused to lease It for
that purpose.

All night long troopi of United Ptates
cavalry and artillery paraded the strat
betwenn Thirty-sevent- h e.nd Fiftieth
rtreets In this dlstrlot. ter a com

pany of cavalry paraded along Michigan
avenue, from Thirty-fift- street, south,

and Lave wrecked a train. Preparations
nre being made to raid the yards to-

night and police are being rent there In

lirge numbers.
While everything was quiet after mid-

night end for un hour or so afterwards,
till the streets were crowded, and It was

generally believed that trouble might
break cut at any hour

This expectation was partlrlly realised
when at S o'clock newn camo that the
mobs were In complete posserslon at
Hammond, which place, though Just
over the Indiana line. Is prsctlcally a
suburb of Chicago,

The conflict at Hammond was mag-nlfle- d

until It was soon spread broadcast
thnt forty or fifty people had been shot.

This seemed to madden the ctrlkers
and their sympathizers here, and when

word was received of tho gathering of

a mob at Thirty-fift- h and L'llman streets
half of the city seemed to move In that
direction.

The police who were ordered to the
scene had Instructions to brook no non-

sense. The men have undergone so

much hardship and suffered po many
Indignities at the hands of the mob that
they started out fully determined to
obey their orders to the letter.

loiter It was reported that the crowd
theru had been dispersed by tho police
without serious trouble.

At one time the report came that the
Hammond mob, flushed with their

victory over the lint, was ac-

tually marching towarda this city to ap-

ply the torch and 3tlr up rncw the feel-

ings of tho men here. At noon, how-

ever, no sign of this mob was seen.
President F.gcn. of the General Man-

agers' Association, an well as nil the
officers of the Railway Union, are on

hand watching events snd receiving
bulletlnn from all quarters as to the
progrens of tho ttrlke.

Tho strike leader claim that before
many days are over the trouble will

have spread to all other suctions.

Their organisers nre out everywhere,
nnd this being Hunday, the labor unions
generally hold meetings.

The company, Immediately after the
declaring of the Pullman boycott, es-

tablished headquarters In the city under
the chnrge of a utrlke manager and pro-

vided with an organization warlike and
complete.

Ccminlssarlat of seven barracks were
established, and fcr a week the De-

partment has been feeding and lodging
1,M0 people.

The force of W deputy marshals was
organized, with officers, patrol-wagon- s

and special stations, and a corps of en-

gineers was put to work upon thw de-

tails of the ilamase done by the rioters.
But despite this force of men, backed

by city, county, Htate and Government
troops, the Company has suffered fear-
ful loss of proptrty.

Up to Battirday night 667 of Its freight
cars had been burned beside many sig-

nal towers, oil und tool houses and other
property. Of the burned cere more
than 1W were loaded, about fifty
with coal and cinders end the remainder
with merchandise. No attempt at an
accurate eetlmate of the dornare has yet
been made, but It will rcaoh an enor-
mous figure.

Despite the danger Incident upon
trav;l dur'ng tho strike large numbers
of people have dally gcu.e over the
Pcnnnlvanla and the number of pas-
sengers was materlslly Increased
